Belcher Istands, Lt. e Known, Visited 
- hy £»plorers 

The Belcher Islands, a group some 
bb ye a a off the 1 n an 

udson char © 
known, were visited in 8 e last 
by an exploring party on Te New- 
foundiand schoone; Laddie. Although 
the islands were sighted by Captain 
Cook 150 years ago, and by other ex- 
plorers since, it is dgclared that the 
members of tae ddie expedition 
were the first white men to lund thera. 
The islands, which lie in latitude 56 
north, were found to be in a somewhat 
different position and in greater num- 
bers than marked on the latest charts. 
In its fifteen days’ exploration of the 

‘oup the party found it to be barren, 

ut abounding in wild life, including 
foxes, Arctic hare, and geese. 

The Laddie left st. John on July 
15 last with supplies fo: Messrs. Fil- 
lers and Leduc; who went north in 
1918 on an expedition for the Canad- 
jan Northern Railway: One of their 
chief objects was to .endeavor to lo- 
tate 0 beds in some parts of the 
Hudson Bay region which could be 
utilized in connec: on with the rail-

The Laddle, runt ing north, along 
the Labradoy coast, and working her 
way through Hudson Strait, found 
the explorers oh August 19 at Mad 
juak Bay, on the ‘south coast of the 
Great Basin Island.

The ice in the 
bay hed breken up only two days 
previously, 

The four men boarded the Laddle, 
which proceeded to Cape Dorset, on 
the south coast of Fox Land, then 
crogsed Hudson Strait to Bric harbor, 
made her way down the bay past the 
Ottawa Islands to the Blencher Is- 
lands.
